ing ont several feet, and notehed to fit
acroas, aftor the same plan uwsad in the
econstroction of alog honsa, Ower each
of the doors and at the sides are gables,
a'ving to the building a ‘}ﬂﬂﬂﬂill g archi-
otural finish. The doors are wvery
ornate. They are covered with nickel
plated nails a few inches apart. Stop-
ping within, wo pass through a small
entry into the schoolroom. The windows
of this are largzer, ndmitting a sufficiency
of light, and the matter of ventilation is
well looked after. Hent is supplied by
means of a patent freplace, which is
surronnded by a polished tile, which ex-
tends to the ceiling.
